Fire in F, B. Pemberton's Block 
Does Damage of IViany 
Thousands .

Fire which gutted a largo portion of 
tho handsome .tworstoroy brlok block 
owned toy P. ^B^vPembertoniion 'Broad 
street between Port street and Brbugh- 
ton street dia a large amount of dam- 
age at an early hour thls^mornlng. An 
alarm was turned In at '3.10 o'clock. 
What the exact loss will bo could not 
bo learned this morning, but It will 
run up Into the thousands. After evi- 
dently having subdued tho blaze which 
evidently commenced in the rear of the 
plumbing establishment of John Col- 
bert, located under the Pacific club 
on the Broad street front the flames 
burst through tho roof at 4 o'clock 
this morning and tho building looked 
to be a total loss. 

When the firemen arrived smoke 
was ])Ourlng from the roof of the 
hiiilding and from every window In 
the second storey on the Broad street 
side, from fort street to Broughton, 
great volumes of smoke belched forth. 
Under tho Impression that tliere might 
1)0 some one asleep in the Pacillc club 
the entrance to the club wa.s burst In 
and the firemen ascended, but as tho 
place was lllled with smoke little pro- 
gress could be made. Tho centre of 
the trouble was located In the Colbert 
establishment. A line of hose was run 
through the front entrance and the 
seat of the blaze located. Lines of 
hose were also run through a passage- 
way oft Broughton street, and within 
twenty minutes the blaze appeared to 
bo under control. 

With the flames roaring through the 
roof and spreading with remarkable 
rapidity the firemen could do lltttlo. 
The water pressure was poor. The 
names worked through the centre of 
the building Into tho Pacific club 
quarters vvhero theh loss will bo heavy 
owing to the destruction of tho costly 
furnishings recently Installed. 

What the insurance carried on tho 
building and contents amounts to there 
was no possibility of learning last night 
but at the hour of going to press the 
building looked tu \>i: doomed.

Democratic Members of Ways 
and iVleans Committee 
Offer Criticism 



RAISES COST OF LIVING 



Representative Payne Opens 
House Debate Witii Speecii 
in Defence 



Washington, JIarch 22. — That the 
Payne tariff bill will increase the cost 
of living, that it is crude, Indellnite, 
sectional and prohibitive, and that it 
is an open challenge to a trade war 
with every other nation on earth, are 
some of the criticisms of that measure 
made by the Democratic members of 
the w.ays and means coir.mlttee in the 
minority report. The rejjort Is a se- 
veru arraignment of the rovlslon which 
the Payne bill proposes. The counter- 
valllng duty provisions for coffee and 
petroleum, tho maximum and mini- 
mum features, the Cuban reciprocity 
clause, the - woolen, .erlass. agricultural 
and sugar schedules are bitterly at- 
tacked. 

"There aro many changes, for tlie 
moat part minor changes," says the 
report "of the Dingley rates, some up 
and some down. Most of the changes 
in a downward direction aro reductions 
more apparent than reaU the Payne 
rates beliig as prohibitive In their re- 
sults In many cases as the Dlngley 
rates,. In some of the schedules con- 
talnlnjg- most exorbitant rates, there 
are ' no.' changes giving an appreciable 
relief to the great body of consumers." 

Declaring that a tariff is a tax paid 
by the . consumer, and that the .only 
■function of a tariff law is to raise rev- 
enuB' to supply the needs of the gov- 
ernment,- the minority members of the 
committee insist that instead of an 
Increase of the tariff or a new issue 
'ot' bonds, the correct remedy for the 
growing deficiency in the revenues is 
cutting down the-ejqiense of running 
tho government - ' / 

Continuing , the criticism of the 
Payne bill, the report says: "Tho 
whole maximum .and minimum tariff 
scliomes as set forth in the Payne bill 
enables foreign countries to force us 
to raise thq rates of Payne schedules 
twenty per cent, which would, after 
making ample allowance for all re- 
ductions In the Payne bill. Increase 
our tariff r.ates on the average much 
above the rate of the Dingley law, a 
prospect which will bring sorrow and 
dismay to tho great body of tho peo- 
ple. We are most heartily in I'avor 
of such a maximum tariff as will en- 
able our government to negotiate 
tariff arrangements by making con- 
cessions to other governments by re- 
ducing the r.atcH of our statute when 
such other countries will make really 
valuable concessions to us. Tho max- 
imum rates should be the rates of our 
statutes, whatever they are, and tho 
minimum a reasonable rate below our 
statutory rates, but as It stands, the 
maximum and minimum tariff plan of 
tho Payne bill Is an open challenge to 
a trade war with every other nation 
on earth. It is a«©klng trade with a 
club or a meat axe. We are opposed 
to such an unwise and unnecessary 
performance as this. In this connec- 
tion It may be well to ponder thorough- 
ly over our relations with Cuba. Does 
any sane man suppose for one moment 
that the great commercial natlon.s, our 
competitors for the world's trade, will 
concede that Cuba is one of our de- 
pendencies? It Is a thing incretllble." 

The report maintains that iW. tariff 
arrangements for the Philippines 
should bo considered in a separate 
measure. 

Every article of food the laborer 
mu.st have to live comfortably," says 
the report, "is heavily taxed. ICven the 
salt on his table is not exempt. The 
schedule on agricultural iiroduets was 
evidently jireparod by the same mind 
that has domiiLated this bill, a mind 
oi^rtalnly not unfair to the great trusts. 
The Standard Oil Co. Is as handsomely 
cared for In the Payne bill as In the 
Dingley bill," the report continues. 
And by reason of the provision in par- 
agrapli 030, popularly Icnown as tho 
■Jolcer,' continues to be protected by a 
tariff duty of 99 per cent,, which en- 
ables It to dominate and exploit the 
American market, and to levy tribute 
on tlie public, thereby piling up mil- 
lions of dollars of ill-gotten gains." 

The r(>port further contends that a 
similar jolu-r In the iiaragraj.' h provid- 
ing for the free <'ntry of colfee jjlacc^s 
a duty on coffee, the ex])ort duty Im- 
po.sed by the coiintry from whlcli It 1h 
imported, and that the consumer must 
pay botl; the ex|JOrt duty of the coun- 
try aiul llie Import duty of the T'nited 
States. The tax on tens is also at- 
tacked, till- cl;iini lieluLT made that the 
5!7,00n.O0n which It is: prniiosed to raise 
by iinpo.sing duty mi lea represi'Uts 
the amount by which tlie I'ost of living 
win be increased by tlils tax. 

The first gun In the tai iff deli.-ue 
was llrod in tlie house of representa- 
tives today by Mr. Payne (Xew V'ork), 
the majority leader and chairman of 
tho committee of ways and means. Bo- 
fore he began his remarks an agree- 
ment was reached under which, while 
the tariff Is under consideration, the 
dally session shall, start at 11 o'clock 
instead of "noon." In opening Mr. 
Payne • declared that the country was 
overwhelmingly in favor of a protec- 
tive tariff. It Is an American policy, 
ho said, and It seemed to be acqulesod 
in by the great majority of the Am- 
erican pooiile. ri(! did udt believe, lie 
added, that then.' was a man witliin 
the sound of his voice that v.-ould rise 
In his .seat and say tliat Ik' was In I'av- 
or of tearing {lowii every custom house 
In tho United States from their foun- 
dation stones. 

Recurring to the maximum and 
minimum features of tlu? bill, Air. 
I'ayne said that hencefoi-tli busiiiess 
would not suffer froni unfair and un- 
equal competition from foreign soil. 
"If they do not give us an equtil chance 
In their markets with any other na- 
tion," ho. said, "we do not propose to 



allow them to come Into 'our,, piarkets 
at the mlnlriiura ratesf. ,Our>!iriarkots 
are the grfeatest;in;,the'w9ria.;;We;are 
the greatest v cormunters, the greatest 
buyers of any nation on earth." 

Mr. Payne declared that this feature 
of the bill was not a trick, as had been 
charged. Great Britain would c(uiie In 
at the minimum rates, "Is there a man 
witiiln sound of my voice," lis ck- 
claimed, "who does not know that 
France and Germany, who are seek- 
ing our trade, will now avail themselves 
of the minimum rates which wo oiler 
in this section. We give them the oii- 
tion to make their rate with us to put 
themselves on an equality with Great 
Britain." 

At this point Mr. Payne offered a 
substitute for section four of the bill, 
intended to dispose of tho criticism 
which has been made that the maxi- 
mum duties would ap:)ly against a 
province or colony which discriminates 
in its tariff In favor of the mothca- 
country. The substitute excepts tho 
Phillpiilne islands from its provisions. 

Questioned by Mr. Sims (Tennessee) 
regarding tho future revenues from tho 
Panama canal, Mr. Payne said tbat 
ultimately the canal would be a source 
of revenue. He did fiot, he said, be- 
lieve in a large surplus, but he did 
believe In fortifying tho treasury, "so 
that no warrant of the United States 
win ever suffer the slightest danger 
of remaining unpaid for a single min- 
ute after it is presented."

RECORD MAJORITY 



Jew Alberta House Will Be 
More One-Sided Than Its 
Predepessor ■ V ^. 



Ca^garyv^karch; 22.— The Rutherford 
government'- was sustained at the polls 
today by a' record majority, and at the 
inesent time It looks as though the 
parties in the new house would be 
Liberals 37, Conservatives 2, Indepen- 
dent-Conservative, pledged to support 
the governnient Ij' Socialist 1. 

At last election the vote was: Llb- 
erals 23; Gonservatives 2. Both oppo- 
sition members of the old house were 
defeated, but not a Liberal member of 
the old house was beaten. Despite the 
one-sided nature of the battle there 
were sorhe keen, fights. Perhaps the 
hardest was in Calgary, where R. B. 
Bennett and Dr. Blow met Hon. W. H. 
Gushing, Minister of Public Works, 
and Dr, Egbert, Messrs. Gushing and 
Bennett, one of each party, were elect- 
ed. 

Though numerically the opposition 
win not be larger than in the last 
house, it will be stronger. R. B. Ben- 
nett Is looked upon as the strongest 

opponent- of the government. 

One of the features of the battle, 
outside of the struggle in Calgary, was 
the fight In Edmonton, where an ef- 
fort was made by ccrtaln«opponent3 of 
the government to defeat Mr. Cross, 
the attorney-general. It was unsuc- 
cessful, and Mr. Cross ran ahead. of 
Ills running mate by 300 and defeated 
his Conservative opponent by 1600. 

Tho greatest surprise of the cam- 
paign was the great victory of Mr. 
Flnlay In Medicine Hat. It was look- 
ed upon as close, but Mr. Finlay, min- 
ister of agriculture, smothered his op- 
ponent, who lost his dei)oslt. One of 
tho other celebrated battles was in 
Xanton, where Mr. Robertson, the late 
opposition leader, went down to defeat. 
Dr. Brett, present leader of the Con- 
servative party, was beaten by Mr. 
I'^'islier In Cochrane by a big nuijorlty. 

The government side will .also bo 
stronger. Some of the more prominent 
new members are Duncan Marshall, 
editor of the Edonton Bulletin; W. A. 
Buchanan, editor of the Lethbrldge 
Herald; George P. Smith, of Camroso, 
Louis Roberts, of High River.

In 
British Columbia $20,000,000 was in- 
vested; in Alberta $15,000,000; and In 
Nova Scotia $G4,000,000. If reciprocity 
in coal was brought about the coal 
trade of N'ova Scotia would go to Bos- 
ton. Today steamers brought coal to 
Montreal and In return secured cheap 
frlcghts to Nova Scotia points. If the 
trade went to Boston this trade would 
also follow. It was necessary that 
steps should be taken to preserve tho 
St. Laivrenco market- for Canada coal. 

Mr. Currle argued that until there 
v/as a reduction in the price of Nova 
Scotia coal, the competition of Amer- 
ican coal would go on Increasing. 

Mr. Fielding recognized that the 
question was a vexed one. He moved 
the adjournment of the debate. 

The house todav devoted two hours 
to the bill of the Canada Life Insur- 
ance company. The object of tho bill 
Is to provide that the policy holders of 
the company are entitled only to the 
profits upon the insurance business a.t)d 
not upon tho capital as well. When ■the, 
bill was last before the house lt.:,'^aa, 
allowed to stand over for a week^pfind- 
ing an expression of opinion from the 
minister of justice on the wisdom of 
tho proposed legislation. Today Mr. 
Aylesworth did not appear anxious to 
give this opinion. Finally ho merely 
gave his views "as any other member 
of the committee might." Ho held that 
it WO!? entirclv within tho jurisdiction 
of parliament to deal with tho matter. 
Personally ho intended to support the 
hill, and rested upon tho action of 
committee which had reported It. They 
must h.ivo done so on good grounds. 
He was a policyholder in the company, 
and If tho legislation was hurting tho 
policyholders then it was injuring him. 
Tile whole question was to to whether 
a mistake was made .In 1879, 

i\lr. Sliarpe wanted the bill referred 
back to the committee to determine If 
the proper notice had beeri given. Ho 
thought that the . real purpose of tho 
companv in seeking the legislation had 
been hidden In the notice given. Mr. 
Borden supported this view, and Sir 
Wilfrid Laurlor declared tho objection 
was worth considering, but suggested 
that consideration of tho bill bo pro- 
ceeded with. After a number of mem- 
bfrs had spoken upon the matter tho 
suggestion of Mr. Sharpo was accepted 
and the bill sent back to the commit- 
tee. 

Jlr. Fielding Informed Mr. ITugho.q 
that so far from there being any agita- 
tion to have beet sugar refineries pro- 
hibited from importing their raw 
sugars from Europe under the prefer- 
ential tariff, tho agitation seemed to 
be the other way. As to whether It 
was the Intention to grant the same 
rate of duty on European sugar to 
beet refinerleg as they now obtain on 
their raw sugars. Mr. Fielding said 
it would not be expedient to make this 
known in advance of tho budget 
speech. 

At tho evening sitting A. K. M.cLoan, 
of Lunenburg, moved for a copy of 
all documents in the po.'J^osslon of 
the government relating to tho estab- 
lishment of a geodetic service bureau 
and the commencement of a goodetio 
survey of Canada. After some dis- 
cussion on the point of having all tho 
survey placed under tho control of 
one department the motion for papers 
was carried. 

Mr. Borden asked what action. If 
any. the government proposed to mako 
in "reference to the report of Mr. Jus- 
tice Cassel.s, and Sir Wilfrid promised, 
a reply on Tuesday or Wednesday.

Properties of Company to Be Placed 
on Market By Trustee For 
Bondholders 

"Vancouver, March 22. — A large part 
of tho Dominion Copper company's 
famous boundary pro))ertios are to 
bo iilaced upon the market and sold 
at an early 'hi-te under a niortgugo 
held by the National Trust company, 
of Toronto, trustees for the bond- 
holders. It is i)ractically certain that 
tho shareholders will buy In tho pro- 
jierties on a plan for a reorganization 
of the oonipany. 

Th(5 sale will be under authority of a 
judgment given by Justice Clement 
for foreclosure of the mortgage held 
on behalf of the bondholders. But 
while they won out on one branch of 
the case It was held that tho mortgage 
did not include tho after-acquired 
properties, those obtained upon credit 
or means of the company other than 
were acquired from tho bond Issue. 
This means that unsecured creditors 
will practically be paid, In fuU.^as well 
as all others. • • , ' ' i ^

properties are worth several millions 
as • they Hnolude the famous Brooklyn-

And 
it makes lietter men and l)etter 
ncighlior.s of them, the inore loyal, and 
the truer that we all are to our own 
governments. And proceeding', in this 
si'lrlt of honest and of perfectly friend- 
ly rivalry. l(>t the friendship betwecai 
these two great nations perpetually 
grow stauncher and firmiu- as time 
ri'U^ onward In its eternal course!" 
(Great cheering,) 

Spoke Sitting 
Tlie distinguished lecturer, owing to 
injuries wlileh were sustained In the 
Ch il war, delivered his address sitting 
in his chair. 

He e.\i)lained that having bad a 
r.mst strenuous time during Prince 
Henry's visit to tin.' United .States in 
IflO:;, having been detailed upon tla; 
staff at the request of Emperor Wil- 
liam of Germany, he secun^d ,a greatly 
needed rest by going upon a sea cruise 
to tho ISast, and taking his Christmas 
dinner with his family at Toklo.. 

I'omlng shortly afterwards to San 
Francisco ho found It necessary to re- 
turn to the East, but did so this time 
in a British steaiiu/r which \ias under 
the command of an olllcer of the naval 
reserve, a fact which greatly inter- 
I sted him in his own capacity .as a 
seaman, as he had long been. desirous 
of learning how this system worked out 
in jiractice. 

Ill this reserve the Rrltish nation un- 
doubtedly h.ad a trenuMKbjusly fitrong 
force. Its only weak point. In his opin- 
ion, lying In the fact that It was scat- 
tered all over the face of the earth 
while nowadays war came with great 
f wiftness. 

Ur)on arriving at Yokohnma, he tooi^ 
mucdi pleasure In comparing the dif- 
ference in conditions which had arisen 
since Ills i)revIons visit to that country 
in 1SC7. 

In ISilT, In brief, the .Iai<anese soldier 
was dressed In clothing made from a 
sort fif grass, and eacli man v\ as arm- 
id with two swords, although these 
in no ri-;ipeet (■(iLialliii in effcctl venrss 
a ri'iir of pistols. .Xrtilii'ry did not so 
much ;i.s exist and Japan only owned 
one steam-propelled giinbo.al, which 
lud liccn iiur<diased from Kngland. 
W lille he had i)ersonally witnessed this 
di.-lilay of Japanese Ignorance, In tho 
nialter of stopping a steamboat by let- 
ting her run down, by putting out her 
tires, and running her around the har- 
bor until the steam supply was ex- 
hnusted. 

Hut in in02 — what ;i vast change! 
The .Japanese governuK'Ht was then 
engaged in Imlldliig two sideiidld bat- 
tbshiiis of llie very Latest model, hav- 
ing mannlaclured not merely all their 
guns, liiU all the sti-id out of which 
the\- were made, as well as all the 
^0l1il-plating. 

'I'lie .hiiiancse were also constructing 
steamships of from 8,000 to 10,000 tons 
eac li, whhi! the iinny was ollicered and 
tialni d upon tho German system, and 
armed with rllles of the very latest 
and best pattern. In fact, the most 
iiiurvoUous change had occurred in all 
these respects than has been recorded 
'n the entlri> history of the world. 
Prop.iring For War 
Having described his audience with 
the lOmpcror of Japan as being a man 
of very strong mental eharaider. anil 
tlK lOmpress as a' vor\- jiretty little 
uoman, dressed In a beautiful Paris 
gown, Admiral Kvans stated that he 
jivoceeded from Yokohama to Korea, 
V hiu'e he found the .lapanese as busy 
as lie-.-s iircparing for the vvar with 
itussia which at that time was only 
two years distant. 

lUu'liig visited Kohecliemoiio, etc., 
he wi'Ut to S<:oul, the Ca))lt,il of Ko- 
I'ea, where he had an audUuiee with 
the emiieror of that countr>'. This 
ruler, who until some six months pre- 
vlousl.v had been liiiown simi)ly as a 
king, had had himself in imitation of 
Ihi: ruler of Japan, proelaimi'd emperor 
at a cost of ?l, 000, 1)00, and this eiii- 
Iicror, who hrid evidently been drinl;- 
ing too iniieh, was more(i\-er Liie vei-;,- 
worst specimen of a than that he hail 
Over Hoen. Luncheon was shortly 
after this Interview served ^ud al- 



though heVhad' until then quite a Vivid 
Idea that he had seOn champagne 
taken In the hugest ^'.quantities that 
were possible In the case'f of ■. merei 
human beings, ho sooni found, when he 
had witnessed' the sp.ectaclb :of a. Ko- 
rean carouse, that r he-had never until 
then, had 'tha oppcirt\inify..qf . r seeing 
how this wine could.really-ibb: absorbed 
by man. ' (Laught;eft)-- 'iO'^:.i''¥'..''.V, ••. 

Ho had with hliifi 'four' bdttleships, 
and with tho aid of their presence, 
certain American claims having beoti 
quickly and amicably settled, Uo pro- 
ceeded farther upon his cruise. 

At this point, waxing soinewhat sar- 
castic, Admiral Evans Interpolated tho 
following observations: 

Concerning iVIissionaries. 
"The same sort of thing often hap- 
pens in tne case of nilbsionarles out iii 
china, as well as In other Heathen 
countries. • They keep on preaching, 
and then after a time, In their anxiety 
to Inject Christianity, inio the poor 
heathen, , they call for the gunboats 
and get us' to shoot It In." (Laughter.; 

"U hll'e' reverting to the helpless Em- 
iieror of Korea, ne ' added, "when f 
surveyed this man, I could not help 
thinking that two great governments 
ought to be thoroughly ashamed ol 
themselves, and I now refer to tho 
governments of tho United btates and 
of Great Britain, for keeping In jiower 
sucli a periectly wretclied creature as 
that, and for not putting^ a white- 
skinned man who really understood 
his job in Its place." 

Aumlral Evans then ran over to 
Chefoo and went up to I'ekln. This 
was just lifter the Hoxer troubles, and 
tliat puiiulous centre altorded at this 
time a very striking example of what 
war could do. In due course he Went 
out to the tjunuuer i^alace, where lla.' 
famous iimpress Jjowager livetl in 
state, surrounded and .guarded Ijy 
2,000 eunwclis and all sorts of soldiers 
lid of Chinese olUclals. tiliortly .ifler 
entering into the preseliei' of tills vi ry 
remarkable woman, at her invilaiioii, 
he went up to the gorgeous Ihruiie ;ui(l 
liad a good look at her, while they 
conversed through the medium of an 
i.M tejireler. 

"At one time," he continued. "the 
r Emiiress had unciuestlonably 
been a. beautiful woman, and conse- 
iiuently as sliould always be the case, 
wiien a man meets such a woman, was 
Very attractivi; to me and as we talked 
together for the sjiaee of about half an 
hour, 1 studied her. !She had beautiful 
brown eyes, which looked straight 
through you, and she certainly Knew 
e\-erytlilng she wished to saj- as Well 
as just how to say it. She was wear- 
ing moreover, a very .pretty headdress, 
a Alanchurlan headdress and she sjudte 
V( ry sensibly about iiulte a numuer o£ 
things. While in reference lo the Box- 
er troiiblcs, she claimed that the faults 
were not altogether upon the side of 
tin- Chinese, aiul that in this, as well 
as many other matters, there were two 
sides wlik.il merited consideration. 
While all this time nearby, upon a 
small f(jotstool near her throne sal the 
nominal emperor. 

"Then also followed a Unichcon, 
which was much better than the Ko- 
rean, having as one of the supreme tit- 
bits upon the Royal bill of tare, ej/gs, 
which were claimed lu be fully jIJO 
years old and having tasted them, he 
for his own part, felt quite satisfied 
that this claim was justified." (Laugh- 
ter.) ( 

He next JV(U»<- into the garden of 
the summer, palt^co and saw to his 
^hame, although .these were not the 
acts of English speaking soldiers, that 
whi'n the troops were withdrawn 
si)lendid bron?;us (|ulle 2,000 years .old, 
which could not be carried away had 
bi?en blown to pieces with the aid of 
dynamite Hut I'ekin ilsi-lf, that great 
city, had not l)een looted by the for- 
eign soldiery but by the Boxia-s and 
the Chinese soldiers and the Chinese 
clti/.eus from whom, however, many 
articles had been purchased by the 
foreigners. 

Lady .Macdonnell, the wife of Sir 
Claude Mcdonnell, had told him that 
during the dreadful experiences of the 
siege In the British legation, wlure 
all the foreign representatives were 
assembled, a lady had obtained a fresh 
egg ostensibly for a sick child, as the 
few they had were always kejit for 
this puriiose, but that she had after- 
wards learne<l that It had bi-en used 
for siiainiiooing her hair, and from 
this he added amid laughter, we can 
all easily guess her natlonalit.w ll.av- 
ing stated thai the Germans were de- 
termined to stay and would stay In 
the vers' considerable concession which 
they had secured in China, he ex- 
pressed Ills deep regret tlnit the Brit- 
ish government had In tile circum- 
stances abandoned Wei-ha-Wol. He 
also described his visit to Vladlvo- 
stock, where he found 12,000 Cossacks 
In camp. These were a very swagger- 
ing lot of men with long red beards, 
and with officers wearing beautiful 
uniforms, all slashed with gold braid. 
Tliesi' officers were rushing about 
wliiht flu: Cossacks were half-drunk, 
and altog(>tlier as coiii))are(l with tlie 
(lulet, sober and inethodlc:il J.apaiiese, 
it was taken altogether the most ex- 
tram'dinary spectacle that he had ever 
witnessed. 

The Russian officers seriously told 
lilni tliey were surprised that a man 
of his iiUi'l llgence could ever bclle\-e 
that the Japanese would over dare to 
attack them. And at their dinners 
champagne flowed as If It were water. 
These Cossacks were all big fellows 
who could apparently each take two 
Japanese, one under < ach arm and 
knock their heads together. Tliey had 
moreover, flin' horses, which tliey rode 
like centaurs, while tlie llussian .arlil- 
ler..-i.ieti were pli\-sicall.\' speaking, the 
\-ery rinesl liody of men lie liad ever 
seen, .si.\ feel lall .and as acllve as 
cats. Here was the most sjjlendid 
mati'iial and, ol course, there imist 
have be<ui soineihln.g seriously wrong 
somewiure In tlie outfit, and he had 
always tliouglil that this "somethiii.g" 
lay in the conduct of the officers, 
which was not what It ought to have 
been. 

Weakness of China. 

Till! weakness of China, he stated, 
lay in the fact that tho country lacked 
national spirit and that one section 
of it was In no sense Interested in 
the fate of any other section. Whib' 
German methods were evidenced by 
his eiii iiunter In the Interior of China 
of a vrry sjirucely dre.ijsed Germ.an 
officer, who was engaged in the pi.-aci:'- 
ful inirsiilt of drumming up trade.- for 
i C.ermaii firms. AVhile to a missionary 
hisliop wild had ailo|ited the iilg-taii 
and who somewhat bll terly comjilain- 
ed to lilm of the tactics of I''ren<ii 
.Tesiiit missionaries, he linally said. 
"If any necessity should arise for 
shooting religion Into these jKuple Just 
let me know about It." (Gri-at Laugh- 
ter.) 

1 raving reconnteil his experiences 
aiiKuig the Moros and other Inhabit- 
ants of the Phfllppi'io Islands, he do- 
Kcrlbed his trip homewards by way 
of Singapore and Ceylon ,and express- 
ed tho conviction that the Ameri- 
cans could learn much from their 
Hrltlsh cousins In the matter of hand- 
ling dependent colonies.

The Linen Skirt.' 

Tho separate linen skirt Is likely to 
be worn a good deal this coming sum- 
mer. This Is a garment that women 
can make early In the^seasbn, and got 
but of the way before the fashions are 
settled enough to clioose their other 
gowns. There is no dcnjdng that it is 
always a risk to make; summer clothes 
too long before they are used, but 
bj- coninion consent, It is agreed that 
blouses and wash skirts can be wisely 
made in March. 

There are two changes that will take 
jilace In the fasliloning of tlie sejiarate 
linen skirt. One Is that the waist line 
wiull be lifted above the normal and 
the other that colors will be preferred 
to all white.

Tile buttons and button-holes 
now so fashionable do away with the 
necessity for hooks and eyes that arc- 
so i)rone to beconii- bent and twisted 
in tlie laundering. Some girls cut the 
buUons off before sending the skirt to 
tlu^ laundo', and It really is less 
trouble to sew them on again than to 
replace; broken ones and mend tho 
phice where a button has been torn out 
by tin,' roots. The buttonholes should 
be carefully worked, that they may 
not bi>come frai'ed before the summer 
Is over. 

AVlth the high waist line the belt Is 
diK], eased with, the raised portion be- 
ing lifted to the waist. Skirts of this 
style are not so easy for the home 
dressmaker as the sldrts with normal

ASK GOVERNMENT TO 
END SONGHEES iSERVE 

City Council Will Appeal to the 
Federal Authorities to Set- 
. . tie the Matter

Once again the now famous Song- 
hoes Reserve question will again be 
brought to the fore. The city council 
will urge the Dominion government to 
enact proper legislation at the present 
session of the federal house, whereby 
the Indians may bo moved from the 
reserve. 

At last night's meeting of the city 
council the following resolution was 
introduced by Mayor Hull and unani- 
mously passed: 

"TluU this council do petition the 
Governor cieneral and the House of 
Commons of tiio Dominion of Canada 
to enact such leElsialion in tlio pre- 
sent session as will enable -the re- 
moval of the Songhcea Indiana from 
the Indian reserve in the licarl oi: the 
City of Victoria." 

IMayor Uall, in bringing the matter 
to tlie attention of tiie council, stated 
if there had been time he would liave 
liked to have seen several committees 
appointed, one from the city council, 
one from the board of trade and at 
least another from some other body, 
these committees to go to Ottawa anil 
urge upon the government the urgent 
necessity of dealing with the reserve 
question at once. 

City's Progress Delayed. 

Tlie jirogress ol' \'letoiia is w-lthout 
doubt. His AVorshlp declared, being 
seriously retarded hy tin: lad lliat the 
laud now comurised within the reserve 
linnts ifc- not ojjen :or develupinuiit. In 
tills resiject Victoria Is heUl ui> in ;i 
worse lasliiuii tliaii any otlier "ity in 
Cauiula. Railway and iiulustriai devei- 
opiiieiit In being lield back aiiu iJiu- 
IJei'ty which would ailord i:xcellent 
.sites lur lui.uiutaciuriiit;- eiilei iJi'L-icii is 
liracticully worllilesH. Coulu liiul. sl!c- 
tion ul tile land be aildctl to Ihu city 
lliu poijiilatiu;; uC VlcLuiui would rap- 
idly iuciea.se. It woulu now be luily 
oue-liiird greater than it Is liad liie 
Indians been removed earlier. If notu- 
ing could be uouc at iircscnt Aiayor 
Hall thought that tlie matter could bu 
taken mi aguln In the fall and strong 
coininitiees could go to Ottawa to urgu 
upon the government the nece.sBily ol 
action. ,■ .. ,., 

Alderman Bishop declared that It is 
about time that sometning is done. 
With tile reserve .opqned it woiildnut 
be long before many large manufac- 
turing plants would be IffcateU there. 
The presence of the reser^'e had jvvork- 
ed a distinct hardship upon the city. 

'.•RemUid Hon. Mr. 'leraplerimn of 
Ills' promise made to the electors be- 
fore the last election, th>t if elected 
he would do away with the reserve," 
suggested Alderman •Humber. . 

'"liut he was not qlected," said Mayor 
Hall, amid, laufchter,, \ " ; 

"'I'hat's no i^atier," replied Alder- 
man Huniber.>|,'.'''He'ii In-opw and his 
party wai'lfStuVned." Alderman Hum- 
ber m a sotto voice, remarked some- 
thing, but pre-election "Hon." and tlie 
resolution then carried. 

• Street Paving Again. 

The (luestion of street paving was 
again introduced by a eununuiucalion 
from Itobert Ward & Comijaiiy, local 
representatives of the Deuny-Renioii 
Clay and Coal Cuuipaiiy, ul' y cattle, 
manufacturers ol vitrified paving 
bricks. The comnuinlcation jjolnts out 
tliat early In the year the city of Se- 
attle ordered six niillioa bricks Iruni 
tlie Deiiny-Rentoii Clay and Coal com- 
pany for the construction uL' certain 
streets leading to tiie A. V.P. exposi- 
tion grounds. Tliese must be delivered 
before June 1. Tiie company lias also 
boolted orders for eight iniillun more 
bricks for delivery to Seattle, delivery 
to be made in thu fail. Iininediately 
after the projierty owiurs on "Wharf 
street decided to have vitrified brick 
for tlie jjavenient to be laid on that 
tiiorouglu'are liie Robert Ward com- 
jiany notified its principals and ar- 
ranged to have tlie Denny-Kenton Clay 
and Coal company liold suttlclent 
bricks (about 4UU,U00), for this par- 
tii ular work, delivery to commence 
about June 1, subject to the olllclai or- 
der for the briclt being placed in the 
usual manner. The Denny-ltcnton 
company being anxious to introduce its 
product into Victoria, has acceded to 
the reciucKt although other Sound Ci- 
ties liave ordered largo quantities of 
bricks. As regards the Causeway, Ro- 
bert Ward & Company states, that It 
understands about 253,000 bricks will 
bo required. It suggests that these 
also sliould bo ordered at once and the 
Denny-Renton company can make de- 
livery as soon as the Wharf street 
work Is completed. 

Wants No Delay. 

Alderman Stewart urged that the 
orders be put in at once and no delay 
sliould occur. As Robert V\'ard it com- 
p;iny iiad been good enou,gh to arrange 
for !i supply of brick tliey slioulu be 
notified at once to forward tlie city's 
order. Another iictition for vitrified 
brick pavement on Covernment street, 
iiotween I'Msguard street and Discovery 
street liafl been sent In by the owners 
interested. There cmild 1)0 no doubt 
declared Alderman Stewart, but that 
the iieople want that class of pave- 
ment and no other. 

Aldermen Turner and Henderson 
and the mayor pointed out that until 
tho necessary bylaws for the two 
works iiav<i been passed the city could 
not projierly order thi^ brick. 'I'liere 
was no doubt about the Wharf street 
work going aliead but tho proposed 
Causeway woric might be turned down 
by the ratepayers. 

It was linally decided to Inform 
Messrs. Robert Ward and company 
tliat tiie order can bo put in for the 
Wliarf street supply of brick and for 
the supply for the causeway subject 
to the bylaw.'J being jiased. 

Tha Cow Bylaw, 

The consideration of what Inis be- 
come liiiown as "'I'lie Cow Uylaw" af- 
forded some discussion and amusement. 
Tile measure was introduced last year 
Init laid over. It jirovided for the driv- 
ing of cattle through the .sti-(;ets. Xo 
l)i}rsoii shall drive any unlia.riK^ssed or 
unled horse, or untetliered cattii; (not 
Including dairy cows), slieeji, swino or 
other animals without first securing 
a permit from tho chief of pollc(! set- 
ting forth the rcnitq to be toiiowod and 
tliG regulations to be observed. As to 
dairy cow.s tlio bylaw provides that 
wh(!re there are sl-x or less cows being 
driven through the city street.s th.o 
same sliall be in charge of a driver of 
not less than fourteen years of ago, 
and for seven or more cows up to 
twelve a second driver shall be em- 
ployed and for each t^velvo cows ex- 
ceeding the first , twelve an additional 
drivers, tho drivers to walk or ride in 
such a position as to control the- ani- 
mals. Only such persons as are- bOn^-

Tho iirevious bylaw to which tho 
lire.sent one is an amendment provided 
that one driver should bo allowed to 
drive twenty steers and some of tlie 
aldermen failed to see why more driv- 
ers are required when dairy cows uvo 
being driven. 

Urges Speedy Disposal, 

Alderman Humber suggested throw- 
ing tlie bylaw In tlie waste paper 
basket, while tho mayor expressed his 
doubts as to the legality of the mea- 
sure, and suggested that thd courts 
would knock it out. 

"Knoclj; it out right here," remarked 
Alderman Mable, and linally the sec- 
tion referring to the driving of cows 
was referred back to the solicitor to 
draft a new section, and the measure 
laid over until a subsequent meeting. 

II. B. Thomson, M.P.P., wrote ack- 
nowledging the receipt of the council's 
resolution expressing the city's tliani;s 
for his services before the legislature 
on- the water hill. Mr. Thomson ex- 
pressed the ho^ie tiiat the city would 
now be in a position to secure its 
wishes. 

'J'wo communications from the Cana- 
dian Pljie company, setting.' forth tho 
line iioints of Its wodd'piiJefl,' w'ero laid 
on the table.

'i'he necfssary striiis of land from 
off the Old Men's Home pro])erty In 
order that (.'ranmore street may be 
widened, and Port «treet widened for 
the H. C. Electric company's loop, will 
bo granted by the city. 

It was decided to construct as a 
woiic of local improvnment permanent 
sidewalks and boulevards on Moans 
street easterly from Cook street. Tho 
proi)03lllon to improve Springfield av- 
enuo, Vlctdrla West, was laid over for 
a week. 

Alderman Stewart protested against 
delay In work of local Improvement 
wlioreby the city was forced to jiay 
interest on tlie money borrowed. The 
work ill cacli case should be jiushod 
straight ahead and completed.

Legislation Under Way 

Tho report of the legislative com- 
mittee was adopted as follows: 

Gentlemen, — We, your committee on 
Ipgislatlon have specially considered 
and i)eg to make report on the follow- 
ing matters: . 

Tin: legislation of last year gave 
consldi'ration to a bylaw to regulate 
subdivisions of city lands and to give 
some instructions to tho city assessor 
iiiid city (Migineer in thu preparation of 
local Improvement reports. Your 
committee considered that this subject 
may well be dealt with In the mode 
Indicated, and recommend that a by- 
law bo Introduced as prcparod. 

Your coinmlttoo also recommend 
that a bylaw prepared last year under 
the directions of tho same committee, 
dealing with the location of certain 
classes of buildings, and to amend the 
Building bylaws, also requires earb' 
attention, and your committee recom- 
mend that It should bo introduced. 
Seeing tiie Importance of tho subject, 
and tho legislation being new, your 
comniltteo recoinnieml that the, sug- 
gestion of the city solicitors to have 
this bylaw, iifter the matter has beer, 
approved by the council in coniinlttei! 
stage, submitted to the city barrister 
for revisions with a special f(H'. V'our 
eominUtec think that tills course will 
he a deslr.'ible course looking to the 
fi'tui'o woi'liiiig of the bylaw. 

I^e i'lunibers' l':.\am illation bylaw: 
Your committee do not, in view of the 
great difference of ojiinlon between tlio 
liartles concerned, and tho troubles 
that iiiny be ai)prelieMded In lli(! work- 
ing of tlu! bylaw, propose to procee{l 
with this bylaw. 

Your co»ninltU}e havo received a re- 
])ort from the. clly solicitor tliat tho 
bylaw to amend cei'tain clerical mis- 
takes coiiied from the statute of 3907 
has been submitted to the city barris- 
ter lor hi.s approval, ho. having a full 
grasp of tho situation since the suc- 
cessful appeal, and the,- importance of 
now proceeding, with' - the cohjpletion 
of the nj'bltration makes; it, desiratjlo 
to bo quite certain about the bylaw, 
when settled hy tho city barrister your 



committee recommend that this bylaw 
bu introduced. 

Road Tax 
Your committee have also consid- 
ered a draft bylaw prepared to give 
cKcct to the change In the statutory 
provision for road tax. This bylaw is 
by way of amendment to the Revenue 
bylaAV, and your committee had before 
thorn the assistant collector, with a 
view to further amendments in tho 
Revenue bylaw, Vi-hich are required, 
.and have referred to him for report 
the following matters, namely: As to 
tho desirability of graduating the lax 
on retail trader.^ which, by the statute 
of 1908, may now bo Increased to a 
maximum of $20 for every six months. 
As to t.TxIng tiepartnicntal stores, and 
as to the desirability of imposing the 
business tax upon certain boarding 
houses conducted in the same manner 
as hotels, which at present escape tax- 
'Ation. 

Your committee also considered the 
fieslrability of making a dilferenco in 
the licence tax in respect of hotels and 
raloon .viiich .at iiresent pay the same 
licoin;e fee, and there would niipear to 
be .^omo dllliculty conse<|iient upon 
thi.s, and It app(!;ired desirable by 
some ri'gulatlon to distingnlsh betwci-n 
tlie tw-o licences. Tills matter .has 
lefcrred to the license inspector and 
city solicitors for rt-port. 

Your committee appreciate tliat 
there is a loss of revenue by Hie re- 
jieal of the opium vending tax, and 
attention of the city olllcials charged 
with tills department should bo given 
to a more strict collection of the "city 
revenues, particularly when the law is 
.'imended obliging tho road tax ,to, be 
paid at the ^Clty hnll that ' attention 
should 'be directed to the mord" thor- 
ougii collection of this tax. It is the 
Intention of your committee to sug- 
gest Improvement In tho Revenue by- 
law to take effect from tho 14th July, 
i)tlng ,. the - next half-yearly day . for 
payniefft.... 

Your committee^ are considering tho 
bylaw to glye* cftoct to' tho 'how .water 
tariff, and a consolidation and revis- 
ion of tho Pound bylaw with certain 
necessary amondipents, which subject, 
however, ' requires further. \ consider- 
ation. • 
'• Your committee sanctioned tho pur- 
chasing of legal works on the law of 
compensation and on ar.bitratlon, to 
■be added to the city law library. 



Aid. Fullerton Protests 

With regard to the above rcjjort Al- 
derman Fullerton raised a protest be- 
caus(; the bylaw coinniittee had seen 
lit to turn down the proposition ad- 
vanced by the local jilumbers' union 
that a by-law providing for an exam- 
ination of plumbers bo passed. Ho 
claimed that tho measure should haye 
been brought before the council and 
considered instead of, as was' the case, 
being thrown out by tho legislative 
committee. Such a step did not give 
tile council an opportunity of consid- 
ering sULVh a meusure. Ho wanted to 
know when and how the legislative 
committee secured tno ))ower to pass 
upon bylaws and exercise tho right to 
throw out any inea'.suro It did not see 
lit to bring before the councii. Sucli a 
lirocedure was a new deiiartiire in civiu 
administration. Illtlierto all bylaw.i 
w-ero brought before the council and 
any member of that body had the 
right to introduce a bylaw.

The presentation by the Quet.-n of a 
signed portrait nt" herself to the Alex- 
andra Club of tills city is an Incident 
of more than usual intere.st. While 
Her Majesty might bo expected to feel 
somewhat warmly towards an organi- 
zation in this \vest(>rnniost Outpost of 
Empire, whore lior own name as well 
ns that of her revered predecessor, 
wlio bore the title of Queen, Is pre- 
served, we think the gift may rightly 
bo regarfJed as a demonstration ol" the 
sympathy felt by Her Majesty with the 
women of Greater IJrltain. \Ve are 
sure lliat tliere will only be one opin- 
ion of tlie graciousncss which led lier 
to accede to the request that she 
should make such a sift. 

In all the deluge of talk and acres of 
writing that have beer, devoted to the 
promulgation of Imperial sentiment, it 
Is surprising that so very little has 
been said of the work, which British 
women have to do in this connection. 
-Yet with them rests in a greater de- 
gree than even they imagine the wel- 
fare of the State. It Is the mothers 
who moid the sentiment of the gener- 
ations as they follow each other, and 
doubtless. If the truth could be learned, 
we would nnd that they are the very 
fountain of patriotism. If the incident 
of yesterday stimulates in the mnds 
of the women of Victoria an apprecia- 
tion of what It means to Canada to be 
a part of the British Empire, the 
Queen's gift to the Alexandra Clulj 
will have an inlluence not anticipated 
by the gracious donor.

WAR IN THE AIR. 

A dirigible balloon, equipped with a 
searchlight and, with twenty-six men 
aboard, Hying through the .air at tlie 
rate of fifty miles an hour, is the lat- 
est development in aerial navigation. 
The possibilities of such a moans of 
transportation may bo very great, al- 
though It is absurd to suppose, as some 
do that an army can be moved by 
such means. But the dirigible balloon 
men are not liaving e\-erytlilng their 
own way. The artillerists are after 
them, or more strictly speaking tlie 
gun makers. The Zeppelin airship Is 
415 feet long and 40% f'-'et wide. Tliat 
is It is nearly as big as the Dread- 
nought. Even whim moving at top 
speed it would afford a pretty good 
target. When it Is very high in tlie 
air It might be pretty safe, although a 
I)roJectlle can be sent about as higli ns 
any airship would go. Professor llen- 
rlcl is authoritj- for saying that a pro- 
jectile, lired from a cannon during the 
year of Queen Victoria's Jubilee, went 
considerably more than three miles 
high. It was discharged from a gun 
trained at an angle of 45 degrees. 
Trained at a higher angle a gun could 
send a projectile a very long way up, 
although we do not suppose the oril- 
nance that would bo used to attack 
airships would have the energy of that 
used In the experiment mentioned. 
The new gun designed to destroy 
airships. Is so constructed, wlien In 
action the wheels are turned at right 
angles to the gun, which can be re- 
volved rapidly in a circle on them, Its 
spade being the centre of the circle. 
It can be elevated to any angle, and 
the sighting is not dono along tiie bar- 
rel but by an ingenious arrangement 
which does not require the gunner to 
assume any dilHcult position. The 
projectile to bo discharged is designed 
to set the gas in the balloon on lire. 
A mere liole through the gas bag 
would not do any considerable damage. 
Tlie inventor of the new gun is confi- 
dent that he can destroy alrsliiiis at 
his pleasure, no matter liow fast they 
may move througli the air. This seems 
like the old contest of guns \ ersus ar- 
mor over again, but presumably the, 
airship, has limitations which a sea- 
going ship lias not.

DOINGS AT OTTAWA. 

The session at Ottawa has so far 
not been prolific in matters of interest. 
First session.s of a new Parliament 
rarely are, and possibly tlie reason is 
that after an election contest, especi- 
ally when the result is not close, there 
is a disposition to avoid going over 
old ground. As a matter i)f fact tlu re 
is no very marked divergence between 
the two political jiarties on subjects 
involving any great prlnclplus. We 
have as a people settled down to re- 
gard protection as the fixed policy of 
the countrj', although we may not all 
use exactly the stime words in ex- 
pressfng the Idea. Just at this par- 
ticular time there is no large public 
undertaking upon which parties can 
divide, and although there are Im- 
perial ciuestions, which may one day 
bring about lines of i)olltical demar- 
cation, no one seems quite ready to 
bring those to the front. As a people, 
Canadians have been much engrossed 
with the problems of material lievelop- 
ment that tbi-y have taken cjnly a |)er- 
functory interest In those things whicli 
seem to be essential to the welfare of 
tile Empire as a whole. No one in 
Parliament seems dl.«posed to indulge 
in charges of mal-admlnlstratlon; no 
one b;is anytliing particularly new to 
suggest on any tiipic. and the result 
is that tlie Session is exci^edingly un- 
interesting from almost every point of 
view. 

The Senate has exhibited rather 
more activity than usual, and has 

managed to concentrate public atten- 
tion upon itself. It is not exactly a 
case of 'Morlturi te salutant," but 
rather an effort to show that the 'Up- 
per (Chamber has not outlived Its use- 
fulness, although it confesses that it 
might be remodelled '.'.■Itli advant.'ige. 
In the House the Grand Trunk Pacific 
loan has luirdh- caused a ripple, prob- 
alily because every one knew that 
something was coming and there is a 
general feeling of pleasure that It has 
turned out to he nothing more serious. 
The future of tlie Intercolonial created 
a little breeze, but ius the government 
is not, prepared to malte any definite 
announcement In respect to that road, 
the matter soon subsided. The Hud- 
son Day railway Is not for enough 
along to \n- a subject of discussion. 
At one time tlu're appeared to be a 
probability lliat the boundaries of 
.Manitoba might assume the dimen- 
sions of nn issue, but even that seems 
now Improbable. The ]3sti mates are 
going through with rather meagre 
debate. As yet nothing has been 
heard of the proposed closure rules, 
which may to some extent be due to 
the fact that the immediate necessity 
for them has disappeared. Every one 



Tlie great strike of the (;niployes of 
the jiostolllce deiiartmeru in l'"ra!ico 
has been terminated by tlie guveru- 
nient making some concessions. Tho 
«ltuation was a very .serlpu^j one while 
It lasted. Tho tie-up forcibly lllus- 
tiated how dependent we are in these 
days upon the facilities for rapid 
comnuinicatiun in the transaction of 
our ordinary business. 

A Winnipeg correspondent estimates 
that thirty million dollars' worth of 
new buildings will be erected in ten 

cities of western Canada during the 
present season. In this amount the 
twin cities at the liead of tho lakes are 
expected to share to the- extent of six 
millions. Winnipeg will nm between 
ten and twelve millions, and tho bal- 
ance will be distributed between Bran- 
don, Reglna, Moose Jaw, Calgary, Ed- 
monton, Victoria and Vancouver. 



Sensational rumors are abroad in 
the anti|)od(-an eolonie.s as to the 
presence of Japanese spies in different 
parts of New Zealand and Australia. 
The newspapers, however, discredit 
these stories, pointing out that there 
Is no need for Jajian to be at the 
trouble and expense of sending spies 
there to acquire any information they 
may require. Defence problems are 
freely enough discussed in the Press 
and In Parliament and In reference 
books.

Bo Says 
that, as the population of Ireland was 
about a third of that of the United 
Kingdom In .1841 — ^when the present 
applicants for old-age pensions were 
being born — therefore we should ex- 
pect that the number of successful ap- 
plicants today should also bo about n 
third. But he forgets that, while tho 
Irish population has dwindled to near- 
ly a half that of tho rest of tho Unit- 
ed Kingdom has doubled, and that 
while Great Britain has parted with 
but a small number of probable ap- 
plicants Ireland has been losing them 
by thousands and tens of thousands 
every decade through emigration. It 
Is likely that out of the four millions 
ivlio have left Ireland — not deducting 
anything for the growth of population 
— since lS-11, at least three-fourths 
would now, wore they living and resi- 
dent, be qualified for pensions. If it 
be said that only tho very old and the 
young remain In Ireland, It may be 
pointed out that the persons of 70 now 
alive In Ireland were very young In- 
deed in tho period cited by Mr. Gwynn, 
and that a very large number Of them 
must have emigrated. 

The Standard says: AVlille it would 
be affectation for Unionists to express 
satisfaction at tho result of the For- 
farshire election, Ministerialists make 
themselves ridiculous by exulting In 
tho unwonted .sense of victory.

Berlin, March 22. — The Kaiser is be- 
ing charged with another Indiscretion, 
and, Inciiientally, I'rinee liadolin, ttiu 
Gernian unibassador In Paris, ia com- 
Un; In for severe criticism. 

It lias arlaen over the publication by 
tile .Matin of tlie Kuisi;r's recent tele- 
gram to Prince Uudolin congratulating 
tile jirlnce on hla successful effort to 
Ijrlng about an understaiidlng wltli 
France in Morocco. At the same time 
the .Matin i)ubll»lied a brief comment 
which wa.s alli'ged to ha\ c! been dic- 
tated by tlie German ambas.aador. 

The telegram was utilized by tho 
Matin and other French Journals to 
prove that the Kaiser always had 
friendly inclinations towards France, 
but that he had been thwarted by 
Prince Buelow. This has given rise to 
angry protests on the part of many 
German nowajiapers which support 
Prince Buelow. It is stated that the 
Kaiser sent tlil« telegram to Prince 
UaildUn without consulting tho imper- 
ial eliancelhir, so that ills action In 
tlil.s case .-imounted to a revlv.al of 
those absolutist conditions which ex- 
isted before th.- crisis of last .\'ov(mil)er. 
It is also complained that the Kaiser 
attributed the credit for tlie Franco- 
German .-ifeHMMTnent In .Morocco to 
Prince I^iiilolln. whereas it was really 
due to Prince l^uelow. 

Chancellor's Statement 
The Imiierial Chancellor, speaking at 
the biiiuiuet of the Agrarian League, 
publicly declared that he and M. Cam- 
bon, till." l''rench Amljaasador in I:!er- 
lln, settled the terms of tlie ugroo- 
tnent. This passage In Prince Hue- 
low's speech Is generally interpreted 
as a rei)ly to and a criticism of the 
i';mp(;ror's telegram, in whlcli Prlnno 
I^ariolln l.i praised for concluding the 
agreement. 

iilxcitcd discussion has also taken 
place as to liow the ".Matin" obtained 
poHses.sion of tlie confidential telegram, 
and tlie .'\mb.'issador In Paris Is .ac- 
cused by I'rinoe Huelow's organs of 
h.'iving tjeti-ayed ttie Imperial message 
to a I'^rench newspaper. Prince lia- 
dolin himself now denies tills charge 
in an oflloial telegram addressed to the 
Gorman Foreign Ofllco, in which lie 
declares he had nothing whatever to 
do with the publication. 

'i'he "Matin," however, retorts by 
Baying that Prince Badolln dictated tho 
comments published on it to its re- 
porter, and adherents of Princo Buclow 
are Inviting Prince Rndoiln to explain 
whether the "Matin's" Htatement is 
correct, and If so, liow he couUl assert 
that he had nothing wliatever to do 
with the publication of the Kaiser's 
telegram himself. 

Criticise Rnlsep 
Amid all tills perplexing confusion 
an Impurtiiiit section of the German 
I'ii>KH severely eritlcises tho Kaiser for 
sending sucli a telegram to Prince Ba- 
diilin, without consulting th6 Imperial 
(.UianccUor. The CJonsorvatlva '"Ham- 
burger Nftohrlobten";:,fleQlareB that a 
telegram of this ' nature,, p.ught ,tai , have 
been submitted ' to • Prince Biielbw In 



order that lie might accept responsl- 
bilit for It or prevent Its despatch. 
Tho Rhonlsh Westphallan Gazette also 
criticizes the Emperor and states tlittt 
the personal relations between the 
monarch and his chancellor are purely 
of&cial, the friendly tone which exist- 
ed between tho two men liaving cn- 
tlrelj' disappeared. Tho "NeuostG Na- 
chrlchton" complains that there has 
been a revival of absolutism, accom- 
panied by nil those distasteful intrigues 
which were characteristic of tlie former 
absolutist rpglme. 



HIDDEN TREASURE 



Search Being Made For Missing 
Wealth of King Lobengala 



Capo Town, March 19. — Interesting 
particulars arc given by the Transvaal 
Leader with reference to bidden trena- 
ure, said to belong to the late King 
Lobengulu, for which search Is now be- 
ing madi;. Tlie treasure, Which con- 
sists of J14,000,000 in coin. 36 bars of 
raw gold, ten waggon loads of ivory, 
and 4 00 diamonds, is believed to ''oa 
.secreted on tho hanks of the Kori river, 
one of tlie tributaries of tho Zambesi. 
Only live persons knew of the where- 
abouts of the treasure, and of these 
only one, .lohn .Jacobs, a native Min- 
ister, who was at one time private sec- 
retary to Lobengula, Is alive today. 
About a year ago Jacobs entered into 
negotiations with a Johannesburg pros- 
pector, as the result of which both men, 
accompanied "3y n small party, set out 
for the north, trekking Into regions 
rarely traversed by white people. They 
started on January "rd, IL'OS. from Jo- 
I luumesburg, and were .■il).';nnt for over 
I a year. They did not bring buck tho 
I treasure, but .>iay they are firmly con- 
I vinced they have found the spot Where 
I it lies. Difficulties of transport, and 
of obtaining food and water, etc., caused 
the obandonment of the search. Another 
expedition is about to ''ao sqt on foot.

Paris, March 19. — Some of tho lior- 
rors of the sweating system In i^'ranco 
lire exposed by the Comte de IMun, of 
the French Academy, In an article, 
published In the "Figaro." Of 217 
Keunistresses from whom iiarticulara 
were obtained in the cour.'-e of an of- 
tlclal Inquiry, C per cent, were found 
to be earning less tli.an ;i cents an 
hour, 45 per cent, less than ."> cents. 
That is to say, if they worked ten 
hours a day they made; 30 cents In the 
one case iind fiO cents In tlie other. 
Out of tliat they had not merely to 
provide themHelvcs with food, lodging, 
warmth and clothing, but also to pay 
for thread, needles, and tho cost of 
hiring or purchasing sewing inaeblnes. 

Hut a ten-iiour day is far from be- 
ing the rule among these victims of 
starvation pay. Tho casi^ Is mention- 
ed of n wouiiin wlio worked seventeen 
hours a day for the equivalent of 2 
cents an hour. She rose at ■! o'cloclc 
iind went to bed ut 11 o'clock at night, 
liecause she had household duties to 
iitteiid to. Slie also worked on Hun- 
days. After deducting the cost c)r 
thread, needles, machine, and lighting, 
her net earnings ciime to slightly un- 
der 29 cents a day, and she had a 
daughter. Their food cost 11) cents a 
day, with 10 cents worth of liorseliesh 
every other day. It Is in the reiiort 
that they were ■'small eaters."

ASKS FOR REMAND iN 
PERJURY PROSECOTiONS 

Mr. Moresby Claims it Cannot 
Be Heard^Untll:,CivllCase ' 
; -ls''Dlsposed"Qf ' ■ ■"% 



Tho perjury charge against Charles 
Boniface came up In tho police court 
yesterday morning, but was adjourned 
until Thursday, For tho defonso Wm. 
C. Moresby asked that tho case be 
stood over until after tho hearing of 
the uppenl in tlio civil action by the 
Full Court. He cited authorities to 
show that such was the proper course 
to ndojit. Finally the magistrate took 
the matter under advisement, granting 
an adjournment until Thursday to give 
lilm an opportunity of. looking Into the 
cases which had boon quoted. 

In making his pica, Mr. Moresby 
read a transcript of the proceedings 
ibefore .the chief Justice in the trial of 
the case.; In that action Boniface had 
sued the B. C. Marino ralhv.iy for dam- 
ages on account of tlio loss of a finger 
cut off by one of their rip saws. Tho 
defendants claimed that he was liurt 
while ripping a piece of bcanv.-ood to 
bo used as a scrcw-drlvor handle for 
his own ])urposos, whllo Boniface as- 
serted that he w.is cutting some wood 
In accordance with orders received 
from tho llrm. There was a direct 
conflict of testimony on this point, 
and the chief justico submitted the 
preliminary question to tho Jury as to 
whether or not the plaintiff was cut- 
ting the beanwood hiindle or the wood 
given him In tho ordinary course of 
hie work. 

The Jury decided at the trial that 
Boniface spoke the truth, a Jury com- 
posed, Mr. Moresby said, of "elglit of 
the most Influential business men in 
this town." Mr. Moresby went on to 
say that this prosecution was an at- 
tempt to reverse the llnding oC this 
Jury. He cited authorities to ehow 
that a charge of perjury arising out of 
a civil proceeding would not bo heard 
imtll the civil case was disposed of, 
and on that ground he asked for an ad- 
journment of tho case until after the 
next sitting of tho full court. 

Tho Information was laid by Alex 
Knder Lockloy, tho workman who 
swore that he saw Boniface get hurt 
while using tho beanwood on the saw. 
If he had laid the information of hit 
own initiative it was clearly from ma- 
lice, while If ho had laid it at tho in- 
stigation of his employers, tho B. C 
Marine Railway, It was even worse.

CANNOT AFFORD TO 
. JNCBEASE POLICEiAY 

City Has No Funds For Tliat 
Purpose — Police Commis- 
sioners Meet 



The rhombers of the police force 

v.'il! not be grjinted tho increase in pay 
asked for. Owing to tho fact that tho 
city cannot afford the expense which 
Uould result from the advance, tho 
patrolmen will have to continue for 
another year at least on the present 
scale. The police commission met yes- 
terday when till! above decision was ar- 
rived at. 'i"ho commissioners expressed 
their belief that the men deserved tho 
increase but lack of funds prevents 
tlie granting of the retiuest. 

Boxing contests or pii/e lights will 
not be alhnved unless held under the 
auspices (jf a legally organized and re- 
gistered e'lub, Xo furtlier permits will 
be issued by tie' eommis.sWjn unless to 
such organizations and even then o'dy 
where the contest is for a trojihy sucli 
as u cuii or medal. But in no case will 
lights for either money stake, or gate 
money be allow(Kl, 'J'lils decision was 
arrived at after consideration of tlio 
request ot the Victoria West Athletic 
club for a permit allowing boxing 
bouts which It was Intended should bo 
held under tho auspices of that club. 
The commission, e\en In the case of 
lega.ly organized and registered clubs 
reserves to itself the right to refuse 
permits. 

In an effort to force liquor holders to 
observe the regulations relating to tlte 
serving of liquor to drunken men, tho 
license inspector will be Instructed to 
notify each license holder that hereaf- 
ter the serving of liquor to a drunken 
man will moan the cancellation of tho 
license. 

Get Liquor Outside City. 

Why there should be so many drunk- 
en men seen on the streets of the city 
nn .Sundays was also a matter dis- 
cussed by tlie eommissloiiers. An In- 
N-estlgatlon had been made by the 
license inspector wliich sliowed that 
the license hoUh-rs of the city ar(' olj- 
serving the regulations to tlie letter 
and that the liquor supiilied on Sun- 
days has been obtained at saloons out- 
side tho city liinll.s. The police com- 
mission will communicate with the at- 
torney-general's department request- 
ing that the matter be looked Into., 

A complaint concerning the preval- 
ence of gambling In Chinatown was 
discussed, Chief of Police Langley and 
Police Captain Palmer will investi- 
gate the matter and report The state- 
ment was. made that in many of the 
Chinese clubs the entrances are so con- 
structed that ingress Into the clubs is 
almost impossible. Heavy steel doors, 
bars and other means of blocking en- 
trance to tho clubs aro in use, it is 
said. With tho object of ascertaining 
Just what tlio city can do towards re- 
gulating the' construction of such de- 
vices the city solicitor will be asked 
for an opinion and refjuested to draft 
a bylaw providing for the regulation 
of tho club premises. 

No New Appointments. 

No ii;)))ointment of a sergeant to 
take tlie place of Lieutenant of Police 
Walker, who has been advanced in 
rank, was made and. it is likely that 
none will be appointed. The aiijioint- 
raent of another patrolman will not bo 
made. Jailor Sheppard, who has been 
on sick leave 'for many months, will 
soon be back on-duty and the patrol* 
man now acting as Jailor will be re- 
lieved for patrol duty.

ROSS FOUND GUILTY 
ON TWO MORE CHARGES

Alexandor Ross was found guilty 
on two , moro -charges of burglary yes- 
terday morning, and was sentenced to 
u year in tho penitentiary on e.ach 
count to run c.oncuireritly ■with "the 
other sentences. 

Tho first w-uu tliu Schr.ocder case. 
In accounting for having In liis pos- 
session the canned goods of tho same 
brands as those stolon from Schr.oed- 
ors store, Ross sworo that he had 
bought four of tho cans from Geo. Mc- 
CuUoch, Schro§dor's clerk. Ho had 
bought tw^ 6n one odeasIOn, bne about 
a week later and the fourth shortly 
utter that. He had bought other 
goods at the .same tlmd. Ho said that 
ho could prove this by McCulloch. 

Yesterday, however, McCulloch said 
that he had known Itoss for years 
but 'had never sold him anything in 
tile store. He only remembered see- 
ing lilm in tho store once ,and on 
that occasion he liad not bought any- 
thing. Tlio cans in question were a 
dead line, and he had not sold any 
of tliem for nearly a yen-. 

After flrst electing a Jury tritil, Ross 
changed his mind and pleaded guilty 
to burglarizing the house of Thomas 
Hooper on Montreal street. It seems 
that Jlrs, Hooper Is in California, and 
prior to going away httd paekc-d up 
tinj valuables and put them away. IMr. 
riooper, liimself, is in Vtmcouver a 
great jiart of tho time. On the 24111 
of February, on returning from Van- 
couver, he found that his house had 
been entered by night. Some food, 
sweetmcat.s and beer had be(-n taken 
;ind he found a ploco of candle which 
bad evidently been used by the ma- 
rauder. There were grease spots ev- 
erywhere. He looked in one of the 
drawers and as everything seemed to 
■be there, ho had not looked further 
and had put the whole thing down to 
some prank by boys. 

The other day, however, he had 
boon Induced to make a thorougli 
search and had found that about $100 
wortli of silverware had been taken. 
Among tho things found in Ross's 
house was a quantity of silverware 
and some souvenir spoons which lie 
identified as being his. Ross, though 
ho pleaded guilty, insisted that all the 
stuff he had taken was in court. 

In passing, sentence. Magistrate Jay 
said that burglary was a very seri- 
ous charge which he lind power to 
IHinish with a very long sentence. 
However, tho prisoner was already 
under a five-years' sentence, and he 
was a young man. Also ho had a fam- 
ily dependent upon him. On those 
considerations and because ho heard 
that this experience might i)ossibly 
make .a deep inijirossion on tho pris- 
oner, with tho result that he would 
avoid such evil practices in the future, 
Mr. Jay said that ho would impose 
n light sentence to run concurrently 
with those already passed.

Sunday Morning's Blaze in 
Cliinatown Too Much For 
Celestials 



Two Chinamen worn frightened to 
death by the lire which broke out in 
the cabins ftdJo!nin<r tho Chine.-.e the- 
atre early Sunday morning last. 

Yuey Tong, who lived in a tlibin 
gutted by the flames was found dead 
In his beja;;tFf8 morning after and the 
coroner diagnosed it as heart failure 
brought on by fright and over exer- 
tion In the effort to save liis posses- 
sions. We Yow who .-ilso lived in 
Canton .Tlley was found in the last 
state of collapse and, conveyed to th(! 
I'iiinese hospital, sut:ciniibed there 
shortl.v after. 

AVhen the firo hr.'::;e nut all the 
Chinamen In the Immediate vicinity 
worlced Ii.-ird to save thi^lr belongings. 
\iiey Tong \v-as one of tlio Orientals 
v.l;ose quarters were threatened and it 
\:ayt with dllllculty that tho ilromen 
ciuld get him to withdraw from the 
spot. He had secured the gr(\ater part 
of his helnngltigs and (•arri(^d tliem to 
,1 place of siifety when the tiro w.'is 
subdued. Some of his po.ssesslons wore 
bi-ought back to his cabin, cramped 
quarters under a stairway. When some 
of his fellow Celestials' an hour or two 
later entered tho place Tuey Tong 
was discovered lying across his bunlc 
nead. The police w-.-^re notified and De- 
tective Clayards investigated the case. 

Dr. Hart, the coroner, was notified 
.md made an examination of tho body, 
liis opinion is that the Clilnainan suc- 
conibed to heart failure oceasinned b^ 
the excitement and strain fnllowing the 
outbreak of the hre. Dr. Hart has de- 
cided that an inquest will not be ncccs- 
sr.ry. 

AVe Yow's exertions .and tho excite- 
mont also were responsible^ for Ills 
ritatb. His Chinese acnua intances 
diagnosed it as "ho too scarcfl."

A Convenient Skirt 

A writer in the Rural New Yorker 
Kives the following description of a 
skirt suitable for farm or garden wear: 

.Mv working skirt is made with seven 
gores the back llnlshed with an invert- 
ed do'uble box pleat. A flat pocket Is 
jiut on each of the first side gores, the 
upijor id;re eight Inches from top of 
skirt; these pockets, which are live 
inches deep, are sewn in with tlie 
seam at each side ot gore, and are fa.s- 
tened at the top with snaps. The 
placket is at left side of front gore, 
and this fasteiLS with siuips. The 
special convenience of the skirt is tho 
use of straps to shorten it wlien de- 
sired. There are four straps on the 
outside, one at each side gore scam, 
and one on the inside ot the centre 
back seam, as I find it docs not look 
well on the outside. Each strap is 
1 1-4 Inches wide and 14 Inches long, 
pointed at end. The straps are sown 
to the skirt about eight inches from 
top and then left so as to make a but- 
ton hole about four Inches from end 
to shorten the dress. Another button- 
hole at end Is put over tho button 
whe.i it Is not shortened. Snap faa- 
teners can be used Instead of buttons 
and button-holes, being loss trouble. 

The skirt is suspended over shoul- 
ders by two straps, with a straii con- 
necting them over the chest, to pre- 
vent them from slipping off the shoul- 
ders. All straps on waist are also 
finished with ii point, and buttoned on 
the same button as left shoulder strap. 
The cross straps make the finish look 
like a square yoke. 

I only unbutton the straps that but- 
ton on to the front of the belt when 
I take It off. iind when I |iut it on Just 
take the two ends In my right htmd 
and bring them both over my right 
shmilder. then take tho left hand strii]) 
in my left hand and pull It right over 
my head between the front and back 
square neck straps. It is a very eom- 
fortablo dress, as it is Impossilile to 
get out of fl.\, the straps ki'i'piiig the 
weight uiiolly from the shoulders in- 
stead of tlie hl|is. I thinlc it is tlie 
most eomfiirtalde skirt that 1 li,-tve. 
.Ml straps that go over the shouhlers 
and the cross piece*; have buttonholes, 
'i'lie sti-aps on the back of ihi- skirt 
are just the same length as the ones 
on the front.

Measure Result of inadvertent 
Error. By the Author-ities in 
Drafting Amendments

m amendlner the Ganie Act of JBrit- 
' Ish ColumtJia at the last' session of 
4 the provinclar' reglslkturb thd govern - 
i. ment, ina'dvertcntly, made a grievous 
A error. 

They Included among the classes of 
protected s^amo, brant and all other 
varieties of wild geese. It was under- 
stood that for 1009 tliose birds were 
going to be made an exception or, In 
otlier words, that a. round open season 
would 1)0 permitted until next year. 

With this assurance the hunters 
were not worrying. The majority 
agreed that the brant, etc., should bo 
classified as game and that the au- 
thorities were correct in deoldlng to 
place them in the same category as 
pheasants, grouse, and the numerous 
other feathered creatures. It was im- 
portant that their extermination 
should be rendered impracticable. But 
everyone thought that during this and 
next month, when the brant are pas- 
sing through the lower sections of 
Britisli Columbia, en route to their 
northern homes, it would be legal to 
shoot them. 

Like a Hash from the smiling blue 
come the intelligence the other day 
that the government in drafting 
amendments to the G.'ime act. through 
fin oversight, had given to tlio geese 
the privilege of migrating this year 
without fear of Interference from the 
liawk-eyed Imnters of British Colum- 
bia. 

Tlie news was circulated b.v some 
sportsmen wlio, while eiigaEcil in a 
careful sc.arcli of tlie Onnn' act, had 
found that under the law geese even 
now were not lawful prey. 

News Quickly Spread. 

Tiie rumor spread IlUe wildlire. 
Others delved into tlie terms of the 
amendments. Tlie infurmation was 
proved correct and a group, with l)lanit 
countenances, wailed on tile govern- 
ment the other day and luiintcul out the 
aforementioned startling fact. 'J'he 
powers that be courteously exprcss<'d 
their regret, it had beeu an error. 
They would correct it Ijy ortler-in- 
council as soon as possible. 

While the hunters iiccept the ex- 
planation they (ind It difllcidt to slil- 
lle their disapijointinent. Thi; passage 
of an order-in-councll they dolefully 
affirm, takes about three weeks. At 
the expiration of that iieriod the uui- 
jority of the bnint ^^■lll liave ijuietly 
passed over the country and iiavo 
found their way to their summer's re- 
sorts without the disagreeable ex- 
purience of encountering shot. They 
Will have visited Sidney, Saanlch 
Arm, and difCercnt spots along tho 
coast line of Vancouver Island and 
have vanished.

The King's Gambit Is the title of tlio 
following gamp. .This admirable open- 
ing, in' which is coinprelieiuled every 
variety of the .game, beginning with 
1, P-K4,. I^-K4; • 2, .P.KB4,, glvos birth 
to some of .'the most boautifuKvcornhln- 
atlons of which, tho; chess'rb'oard aro 
ausccptihic, the ^multifarlouai' varlii- 
tions arising aro among thecflnest and 
most Ingenious and complicated that 
can arise in chess. ' 

Tho object of tho sacrifice of tlio 
pawn on the second move is to enable 
the llrst player to rapidly occupy the 
centre ot the board with ills pawns, 
and at once take up tin attacking posi- 
tion. By tlie nature ot the game the 
sacrifice should lose, but In actual 
lilay, so intricate and difficult are the 
positions evolved that without the most 
extreme care on the part of the de- 
fence the llrst player will obtain an 
iidvantago. 

Formerly the gambits wore iilaycd 
ver.v frequently, but with ti spread of 
the knowledge ot the defences it Is 
generall.v now admitted that the se- 
cond player may defend and preserve 
his surplus jKiwn to the end of the 
game. Still the superiority oC posi- 
tion on the side of the lirst player 
so narrows the line of defence and so 
multiplies the sources of attack, that 
the King's Gambit, although really 
hazardous, may be fearlessly played. 

The young player Is advised to ac- 
cept the gambit and defend It in the 
ordinary way, as no other opening af- 
fords greater scope for Ingenuity or 
leads to more entertaining chess. No- 
tlilug Is better calculated to Improve 
bis game tiiaii iileiity of practice at 
tills opening Willi a player somewhat 
siqierior to liimself, for when the 
novice can play P-KB4 with an idea 
in his head ot what Is to follow, he 
has begun to understand chess.

Flre- 
placoK are provided and the pilgrims 
cooK their own food, tending to them- 
aelvds, a quiet, inoffensive throng, con- 
tentedly sitting about. At sundown 
the Sight of the Brettt; thronir, lifting 
high their bare brown arms, and bow- 
ing, as they chant their prayers to- 
ward Mecca, having obtained from the 
sliip's officers the direction of the holy 
city, , is a most picturesque one.

In her holds she had 7,279 tons of 
general merchandise, tho biilk of 
which wag for British Columbia, Van- 
couver taking the largest ■ proportion, 
the freight for that city being swelled 
by a large shipment of steel rails, Tho 
general inerchandl.se for Victoria and 
Vancouver was about equal. The cargo 
was made U]). u.s follows: For Vic- 
toria, l,:il5 tons; Vancouver, 4,281 
tons; Seattle, !)43 tons; Tacomu, Slil 
tons, und Port Townsend 2^ tons. The 
bulk of it was from the United King- 
dom. The cargo from tho orient in- 
cluded a big shipment of hemp from 
Manilla, and a consignment of 21S 
bales of silk from Yokohama. 

Three days out from Victoria a 
strong southwest gale was encounter- 
ed with a very high sea and the sti^a- 
mer was obliged to slow down from 
that time until arrival. The big Blue 
Funnel liner is an e.NepUent sea vessel 
and she rode the storm i^vr.ellently, 
though she rolled considerably, the 
propellers racing at times as the seas 
lifted tho stern. 

The Itinerary. 

Liverpool was loft on Jan. 7th, and 
tho usual' calls were m^ide at Port 
Said, Jeddah, Colombo, Penang, Sing- 
apore, Manila, Hongkong, ■ Mojl, Kobe 
and Yokohama, Which port, was left on 
March '8th ahd the voyage across the 
Pacific occupied slightly over fifteen 
days. At Hongkong 72 Chinese steer- 
age passengers - were embarked, of 
whom- eight paid the head tax of $500 
on landing at the Outer wharf yester- 
day.

TRAIN FERRY FOR 
TRANS-BALTIG VOYAGE 

To Carry Trains on Ruh'Similar 
to- Trip Across Gulf '..of,.';. 
Georgia 



A steam truin-forry for a service 
similar to that between Victoria and 
the mainland has been launched by 
the builders of the C.P.R. steamer 
Princess Victoria, JMessra. Swan, 
Hunter and Wlgham Richardson, to 
carry railway trains across the Baltic. 
The train ' ferry , named Drottning 
Victoria, was built to the order of tho 
Royal Administration of Swedish 
State Railways. The voyage for which 
she was built Is .Sassnitz, In Germany, 
to Trelleborg, in Sweden, a distance of 
no less than 65 nautical miles across 
sea which at tl.mea is very rough. Tho 
vessel, which has been named Drottn- 
ing Victoria. Is 354 feet In length by 
over 50 feet beani, and will be pro- 
pelled by twin-screw triple-expansion 
engines supplied with steam from four 
large boilers working under Howden's 
system of forced dvaught. She will 
maintain a speed of 18 knots and will 
make llu; voyage in four hours. Be- 
sides being a car ferry the Drottning 
Victoria has been built to accommo- 
date a considerable number of passen- 
gers. The d.-sigri.s wiire prepared )jy 
Mr. W. Hok, naval architect, of Stock- 
holm. 

The trains are carried on two tracks 
on the car-deck, occupying nearly the 
whole surface of the deck. Above that 
are very luxurious rooms for the pas- 
sengerti, Including smoking-room, 
lounge and special suites. Underneath 
the car-deck are u large number of 
state-rooms for pasH-.ngers who are 
not occuiiyiiig tho sleeping berths on 
the train, both first class and third 
class being provided for. The vessel 
has been designed to bo very steady at 
sea, and has unusually large bilge keels 
fitted to minimise the rolling. A largo 
number of ring-plates and screws uud 
spring buffers arc arnuiged to prevent 
the cars from moving when at sea. For 
safety in entering and leaving port a 
bow "ruddcu- is fitted as well as tho 
stern rudder, and both are controlled 
by steam from tho captain's bridge. 
The steamer has been divided into a 
very largo number.of water-tight com* 
partnients, -which, with tho Stone- 
Lloyd bulkhead doors with which she 
is fitted, render her practically un- 
slnkable. She Is also to bo fltted with 
a submarine signal apparatus. Tho 
ventilating and heating is ensured by 
an Installation, of thermotanks, en- 
abling fresh warm air to bo forced 
into nil the rooms In winter, and fresh 
cool air in summer. 



LIFE- SAVING TUG 

Snohowiah Reaches Golden ' Gate on 
Her Way to Straits of Juan 
de Fuca 

Tho tug Snohomish, built for use as 
a life-saving craft off the entrance to 
tho .Straits of Juan de Fuca, has ar- 
rived at San liYunclsco from Baltimore 
and is e.vpccted at Seattle on Thurs- 
day. The Snohomish, which was built 
nt Norfolk, Va., embodies the latest 
ideas of improved life saving equip- 
ment, such as lifeboat*, llfcrafts. 
searchlights and an elaborate marine 
breeches buoy device, by means of 
which It is believed, catastrophes like 
the largo loss of life in the Vsilencla 
wreck can bo prevented. The vessel 
is of 795 tons displacement. 

The revenue cutter Tahoma, which 
has been completed at the Camden, 
N.J-, yards of ttie New York Shipbuild- 
ing company. Is now taking on her 
criuiiiment at Baltimore and is ex- 
pected ti5 depart next week for her 
station on tho Sound. I'he Tahoma is 
the most modern vessel in the revenue 
cutter service, being eaulpped with 
every apjiliunce necessary for her 
rough work off the North Pacific coast.

One of 
those vessels has been In port four 
and a half months, another three and 
a half, and the other three just half a 
month. They will probiibly not get 
away until August, which makes a 
long iierlod of idleness. The lleet of 
dl..?(mgaged vessels In port available for 
grain is therefore reduced to two, while 
there are but six on the Sound and 
four ;it Portland. Judging from tho ap- 
parent willingness of shippt'rs to pay 
union rates this early in the season, 
tlii^re is evidently a belief that firm 
rates will prevail, which belief must 
liave considerable weight when a 
glance is tjiken at th(! small amount 
of tonnage In ^Ight. At the present 
time there Is not- a disengaged tramp 
steamer on 'the coast; most of them 
have bei>n taken up on time charters, 
and practically none are- headed this 
way seeking, although, of course, If a 
go(jd demand ' springs up, plenty of 
them could be secured In thred or four 
months; Sailing ship tonnage headed 
this way is also very light, although 
at present there is practically no de- 
mand for It.

In fact, only 
within the last few days some leading 
tramp owners have e.xpressed their 
conviction that little or no improve- 
ment can bo looked for yet awhile, and 
that It may be twelve months, or even 
two years, before things begin to right 
themselves. Tills opinion Is certainly 
becoming most general, judging from 
the immense quantity of tonnage that 
is in the market for sale; and a good 
deal of this tonnage, far from being 
obsolete, is more or loss of a modern 
class. In some cases tho mortgagees 
are rcsponsiblO for the vessels being 
put upon the market, but there are 
many cases where strong owners aro 
trying to dispose of 'somo of their boats 
aa they say there is now no possibility 
of making a prollt by running them.

FIRE— LOST STEAMER 



steam Schooner R. D. Inman .Ran 
Ashore When Master Mistook Land 
Blaze For Burning Vessel 



AVlien the captain mistook .a husli 
fire on shore for a ship on lire, whicli 
h(^ endeavored to succor l>y altering 
tile course of his vessel, tlie sieani 
schooner R. D. Inman, which sailed 
from San Francisco In ballast, bound 
for Portland, ran on the rocks near 
Bolinas point during a se-^ere electri- 
cal storm Saturday night and Is be- 
lieved to be a total wreck. 

Tho vessel left San Francisco at 6 
o'clock Saturday evening and arnv«d 
about two miles off Bolinas point, 
twenty miles north of the Golden Gate, 
about 8 o'clock. Capt. Chester J. Lan- 
caster observed what apjieared to bo 
a burning ship close Inshore. Running 
close to see if he could be of any as- 
sistance, and unable to make out tho 
close proximity' of, the shore In the 
heavy weather, Capt. Lanca.ster found 
himself Inside of a line of jagged reefs 
and a few minutes later the Inman 
was driven on tho rocks within a few 
hundred feet of the shore lino. 

A heavy sea began to break over 
tho vessel whose back appeared to 
have been broken' by tho Impact, and 
Capt. Lancaster and his crew reached 
tho shore In rowhoats. It was only 
then. It is said thaf tlie skipper found 
that what he had taken to be a burn- 
ing ship was a hriishajtire on. .shore.

NEW STEAMSHIP LINES 

FROM SALINA CRUZ 



Bodwell & Co. Will Establish Service 
— Tehuarttapeo Route Charters 
Three British Steamers 



Dodwidl & Co. are to establish u 
steamship line from the Orient to Sa- 
llna i.'ru/. williin a few weeks to carry 
freight fri>iii Hongkong and Chinese 
and Japanese jiorts to tlie Pacific ter- 
minus of the Tehauntepeo railroad for 
the transportation of Oriental freight 
to New York and Atlantic ports and 
Europe, according to a Now York des- 
patch. 

The Tehuantape'c i'allroa4 is also to 
place a lino of std^mers in the Trans- 
Pacific trade froih Salina Cruz, the 
first to sail being tho British steamer 
Sikh, once ugcd. .hy..,IJ.o.d.vy(Jll. Sp Co,,. In 
the trans-Pacific trade running into 
this port, which leaves Salina Cruz on 
April 18. The British steamers Atholl 
and Erroll have also been chartered by 
the Tehuantapeo railroad. The new 
service is expected to compote strong- 
ly with the ^'aclfic Mall In carrying 
cotton from "Texas to the OVIont. The 
Wolvln line and other steamship ser- 
vices run from Galvisston to the At- 
lantic terminus of the Mexican line 
and the location of tho cotton-bearing 
belt bordering on the Gulf of Mexico 
favors thi' Tehuantapeo route. 

Commenting on the announcement 
of the new line by Dodwell & Co., Ji. 
P. Scwcrin, vice-president and gi.'ii- 
eral manager of tln^ Pacific Mail 
.Steamship eomjiany, now in New Yorlt 
said: "Ten years from now the onl.y 
sleamers from the Orient running in 
and out of San l'"ranelseo liarbiu- will 
be those' flying the Jaiiane.se Hag, if 
.lajian continues to encourage tlieur 
respective merchant marines in tlie 
present Inverse ratio. 'I'here is only 
one way that the Amerlciin merchant 
marine can ever hojie to compete with 
those of foreign nations and reg;iin its 
former prestige, and that is by placing 
it In a, i)Osltion to compete on !in equal 
basis with tlu'se foreign rivals. We 
should hav(> free sliiiis anil fn-e crews. 
By thl.s I mean the restrictions now 
barring vessels of foreign build from 
American ri'gistry should lie removed 
so that American slii]iijwners and 
operators will be free to iiurcliasi/ tlndr 
craft as cheaply i(s their foreign com- 
petitors. Eltlier these existing restric- 
tions should be removed or the gov- 
ernment should x)rovldo a ship subsidy 
sufliclent to offset- these handicaps. 
One of these remedies Is the only ac- 
tion that will save the American mer- 
chant marine from utter elimination 
from foreign sea commerce." 

Two hundrcfl air^l, twenty-one per- 
sons perlshod 'by sjilpvyrock and olghty- 
nlne vos.sfils met with disaster off tho 
New England and British North Am- 
eriea coasts during the lall and winter 
seasons ol IDO.S-OO, which ended last 
night. Of the eighty-nine vessel.s cast 
ashor(> or lost at sea, six stea.ners and 
llfty-six sailing craft wi^n; totally 
wrecked. The total loss exceeded 
$3,000,000.

J. D. Taylor 
(Xew Westminster) . carrier the Im- 
jilicatlon that the bandit escaped 
through iiifi cannlvanoe of officials. 

The nio.st interesting section of the 
Mhole volunilnou.s page return Is the 
account of an intorvlow Instructor 
George McKenzle ot the peniteiUittry 
had with BUI . Miner a short time pre- 
ylqius to, his escape. 
* \ iQstruotor's Statement | 
j'The following is Instructor McKen- 
7Ab's statement: '•Convict Bill .Miner 
was working In my shop. Elgin or 
ailne .months ago (evidence was given 
Sept. 17, 1907), one day Bill Miner was 
sent for to come to the warden's ofHce. 
He was absent about one. hour. When 
ho returned he came to nio and said 
lie wished to .speak to me. He ap- 
peared to bo excited. 

•'He told me Detective Bullock, wlio 
is In the ser\-lce of the Canadian Pa- 
elllo railway and hl.s lawyer from np 
country had come to see lilm. lie 
fialU Mr. Bullock had bi^en enii)o\vereil 
by the C. P. R. to say that the com- 
pany had the i)ronilse of the govern- 
ment that Miner would be iiardoned 
If he would surrender to the company 
certain Australian bond.s valued at 
fifty thousand pounds sterling, which 
the company believed Miner had taken 
from the express car when he had 
robbed the train near Mission two or 
three years ago, or prove to the satis- 
faction of the company that the bonds 
had been destroyed. 

"Miner quite frankly admitted that 
he was the leader of the gang who held 
up and robbed the C. P. R. train near 
Mission. I asked him if he had kept 
the bonds, and he said ho had, but he 
dW not know their value or whether 
they were negotiable. He said they 
emptied the contents of the e.xpress 
safe Into sacks and did not look to 
see what they had secured until they 
had camped for the night. They did 
not light a Arc. ' The only light they 
had was that given by matches which 
tlicy burned. By the light of the 
anatchcs they examined the contents 
of the sacks of plunder and found 
the bonds. 

Buriod the Bonds 
"At first they thought they were 
American bonds and if so they believed 
they could negotiate them. When they 
found they were Australian bonds with

concluded that, It wouW be too dan- 
gerous to ''attempt toiToalizp on them.

and they did so under a log wltliln 
four miles of Linden. Their rifles 
they burled near the bonds. 

"Miner a.slced me to go and exam- 
ine the bonds and see If they were the 
bonds the detective wanted. He said 
I could ask for leave of absence for 
four days to go Hhootlng. Mo would 
give me a map which would enable 
mo to find the bond.s. Ho had not 
had time to examine lliem him.Tclf. I 
was to return and tell him exactly 
what the bonds were, and he would 
then Icnow how to negotiate with the 
ilotective. 

"At this point I told Miner to stop. 
I said to him I was too old lu the ser- 
vice to be caught in a trap like that. 
I would be as guilty aa he is If I fail- 
ed to give up the bonds to the rightful 
owners when I found them; I advised 
hlni to go at once, to the warden and 
tell him all about -It. If the warden 
asked me I would go. I told him , he 
would be safer to trust the warden to 
do what Is right than to .make any 
bargain with detectives. 

Warden Knew About It 

"I then went to the warden and 
told him what Miner had said about 
the detectives oilering lo secure his

Bill a Robin Hood. 
Very renuirkable evidence was given 
by Rev. A. de B. Owen, acting cliap- 
paln, which show.s ."\Iiner In the light 
of a sort of Robin Hood, robbing the 
rich corporations .and .giving to the 
poor. He say.s: On July 1 I. Came to 
the penitentiary to see convict Miner. 
It was Dominion Day and tho prison 
w.'is closed. I waited in the library 
foi- some time and the guard brought 
Miner to me in the library. 

"Before seeing him, I saw Mr.

"1 asked him how much money ho 
had secured when lie robbed the ex- 
press car near Mission. He told me 
thirty to forty tliousand dollars. I 
asked him wliat he had done with it 
and he said he had a/ good many 
mouths to seal between the Fraser 
river and Montana and that he imd 
not much .left. He said it was all 
gone within nine months. 

"Miner said he was alone with the 
lawyer and the detective. He said 
another man was with those two but 
not present at the Interview, He said 
nobody was present but the lawyer 
and the detective. Neither the warden 
nor any other official was present He 
said they were coming back In a week. 
He wanted to know about the bonds 
before they came back. I heard later 
that the third man was Terry, who 
was killed not long ng<i in a row at 
Somas, Washington state. Teriy was 
supposed to be one of Miner's ])artners 
In the Mission robbeiT. He Is said to 
have served a term in San Quentin 
penitentiary with Miner."

"I felt that Mr. Bourke was acting 
In a good-hearted way towards Miner, 
and 1 told Miner so, and urged him 
to behave so as to show his apprecia- 
tion. AftiT I liad seen Miner Mr. 
Bourki' aski-il me wliiil reply Jllner hud 
made to hi.s message. 1 told him that 
much of ^vhat hail passed between 
Miner and myself was coiilldeiitial, but 
I ivould advise him not to gi\'e Miner 
too much liberty. I added, 'Bill Is worth 
watching. A wink io as good as a nod, 
Mr. Bourke.' 

Would Do No [Harm. 
"During our Interview I asked Bill 
this (luestion: 'Bill, are you going to 
try to get away?' He replied: 'I shall 
not stop hero a moment longer tluui I 
can help.' I said: 'Would you hurt 
anyone to get away?' He said: 'No, 
Mr. Owen, I give you my word as a 
man, I would not hurt anyone to get 
away.' 

"I spoke to him regarding his crime. 
He said: 

" 'I do not consider it a crime to lift 
money from rich corporations. It is 
not ,a crlhie. It Is not a sin. It Is 
neither immoral or wrong. On the con- 
trary 1 feel it to be my duty to lift 
money from rich cori)orations and give 
it to tho poor Many a mortgage on 
a poor man's house I have helped to 
pay with money I have taken from 




corporations. I am what I am, and I 
have (lone what I have done, but I can 
look God and man in the face un- 
ashamed." 

Allowed Great Freedom. 
The statement of a number of the 
guards and convicts are all Included 
In the returns showing that Miner was 
allowed the greatest froedotn, that ho 
was allowed to let his hair and mous- 
tache grow and that he escaped 
through the assistance of outside par- 
ties and "with the connivance of offi- 
cials. 

The departmental view of all this 
information remains yet to bi; stated. 
1.1 a letter dated October 11 and iire- 
.".umublj- addressed to Inspector Daw- 
son, wiio was still at New Westmin- 
ster, though the name ot the jierson 
addrCHned does not appear in the re- 
turn. Inspector Stewart says in part, 
writing by direction of the .nilniater; ' 

"Miner was visited by men that luul 
no authority to enter the prison and 
there is evidence that some of these 
visits were not recorded. His solicitor 
Imd authority to interview lilm, but 
only in the presence of the warden, or 
other ofHcer named by the warden, and 
there is evidence to show that even 
this precaution was . not enforced. 
There was no authority. Whatever, for 
admitting the other visitors named, 
and the fact that they %vere admitted 
and permitted to Interview convicts 
was assuming a responsibility that no 
officer of the prison ])0.sse8Sed. Tliere 
is ground for the suspicion that tlie 
escape was facilitated by these irre- 
gularities. l''urther information re- 
garding the visit and visitors referred 
to by Instructor McKenzio should bo 
obtained, if it be possible to do so." 
Censures Deputy Warden. 
The Inspector proceeds to censure 
the deputy warden for having "as- 
sumed the duties of the surgeon" In 
accepting Miner's plea for outdoor em- 
ployment, because of complaint of scjre 
feet. As to tho deputy warden's state- 
ment that he "l»ad applied to the de- 
Itartment for authority to employ ad- 
ditional guards," the Inspector says 
that his ai)i)lioation was- not received 
until July Owing to the absence 

from the city of the minister and in- 
tervening holidays, "the authority was 
not sent until August C," but tho in- 
spector jji-oceeds to point out that tho 
Inspector had autliority upon emer- 
gency to employ "temporary police" 
and he could have telegraphed for 
"authority" lu order to hasten the mat- 
ter. He concludes: 

Cause of Escape. 
"In view of tho ascertained facts, it 
Is conclusively shown that the <!scai)o 
was due to the facilities afforded by the 
deputy warden followed by the luxitv 
and neglect of duty on the jjart of 
Guard McNeill." 

A further communication from In- 
spector Stewart to Inspector JDawson 
Indicates tliat the minister had become 
uneasy at the revelations. On Octo- 
ber 15, four days after the date of tho 
letter quoted above, Inspector Stew- 
art addressi'd insijector Dawson deal- 
ing with sevci-al points, concluding 
with a request that he find Buliocka 
address so aa to get more information 
in regard to his mysterious visit to 
Bill Minor. 

A week later the inspector replies In 
which he casually observes that "if 
I can oljtain Mr, Iluilock's address I 
shall ask him to Inform me ri-garding 
the visit refei-ii'd to in McKeii/.ie's 
evidence." On tlie.'othor d.ate, how- 
ever, Ihspeetol- Dawson succeeded In 
running down .Mr. liiilUxik's address at 
the C.P.li. oflkes in Vancouver and 
addressed lihii this .su','gestive inciuiry:

— Whatever con- 
sternation the Irish claims under the 
Old Ago Pensions Act may havo 
caused In Knghind or In I'arllament it 
cannot l)c more intense than the great 
sliame that has llllod the hearts of tho 
Iniiiresslonable Irish people at tho 
thought tliul they arc accused, oven by 
.suggestion, of pui'posed or widespread 
fraud in i)uttlng forward •iJUegal ■ tic- 
man da or supportingr them by falso 
statements. 

"The mere suggestion does ii.s 
wrong," aaUI a gentleman lioldlnB a 
leading public jiosltlon, and he added, 
"No OIK! In Ireland who Is worthy of 
his country will fail to give every j)os- 
sible aasistanee to tho Treasury's In- 
vestigators wlio have been appointed to 
re-exumino claims and demand bettor 
evidence of ago and limited Inconm 
than has so far been given. 

The spirit of the ipeople has Invari- 
ably been ono of objection to the stig- 
ma Implied In the suggeatlon and de- 
termination to end anything upon 
which It can fairly toe based. It may 
Indeed too declared that all indications 
arc in tho direction of proving tliat 
although large numbers of illegal 
claims havo been died and money re- 
ceivoil upon them, It has been chiefly 
tlirough the absence of ^'ood evidence 
as to ugi', ignorance of the aged as to 
the I'xact year of their birth, misun- 
derstanding of the law and of the in- 
tentions of parliament, and not through 
wilful wickedness. 

Typical Roguery. 
Fraud of a wholesale or organized 
character has not been the cause of 
tho abnormal number of Irish recipi- 
ents under tho act. Roguery, perhaps, 
is the word, just typical Irish rogu- 
erj', in which there is no • crime, be- 
cause the criminal nature of the acts 
was not appreciated.

Loose Census Returns 
Jlr. Lorcan Sherlock, town council-

))ers, wo are compelled to accept tho 
following proofs of age: — Bajitlsma! 
certlticates we took without reserve, 
Wlierc; they could not be obtained we 
accepted the marriage certlllcate show- 
ing tho applicant to have been married 
nrty years ago on the ground that the 
average person was twenty year.s of 
age before he or she married. In tho 
third resort, when tho applicant proved 
to us that he or she had made ofEorts 
to obtain baptismal or marriage certif- 
icates by the production of a letter 
from tho local clergyman saying that 
such could not be obialned, secimdar.v 
evidence was accepted by both pension 
officer and committee. 'I'hat usually 
took the form of n declaration by the 
clergyman of the partlcul.-ir district in 
whlt;h the apiillcant at that time lived 
tli;it having made Inquiries he. was sat- 
islled that the person conci!rne<l was 
70 y<'arH of age. It was not satisfactory 
or conclusive evidence, but the Act ap- 
jiears to perndt such evidence, .and In 
any -ca.so nothing better was obtain- 
able." 

.Mr. Shi^rlock farther says that every 
largo railway and steamship comjiany 
In Ireland, as well as some ver.v largo 
private employers, have Ht0])i)ed pcn- 
slon.s to aged ex-employees who are 
eligible for pensions under tho Act as 
from January 1. Their justification 
they say, is that they will have to i)ay 
extra t.axatlons for ]K'nslons. 

Some of the figure.') olitalned are ex- 
tremely alarming, and sow that the 
most numerous claims have come from 
districts where tin' poor-law valuation 
is very low, showing what enormous 
difference the Act may make to local 
rating under that heading. Indeed, In 
somo casf^s it would appear that re- 
ceipts under the Pension Act cover the 
whole of the cliargeablo poverty in a 
particular union, or very nearly so. In 
t^ounty Mayo, for instance, Swinford 
Union appears from the latest returns 
obtainabli' to be returned as of the to- 
tal rateable value of $210,000 and the 
pensions amount to about J200,000 per 
annum.
